“FORGETTING...AND REACHING 
FORTH” 

The year 1984 is now history. 
Today is the third day of the new 
year. For many the year 1984 was a 
wonderful, joyous and fruitful year. 
On the other hand, for some, the 
year has been one of frustration, 
disappointment, sorrow and trouble. 
Regardless of what the year may 
have been, it is now past. Moreover, 
the events ofthe year, whether good 
or bad, cannot be changed. 

However, the beginning of a new 
year is a good time for reflection on 
the events of the past, a time to look 
seriously at the present, and also a 


time to consider the future. 
Successful living is learning to 
properly relate to these three 


dimensions of time. One needs to 
reflect on the past in order to make 
the present and the future better. He 
needs to think of the present, for this 
is one's immediate concern. But 
then, one is always planning and 
working in order that the future will 
be what one desires it to be 

Paul, the apostle, was a man who 
kept all these dimensions in 
perspective. He sought to make the 
most of each one. He looked to the 
past with mixed emotions. Surely, 
there were things in his past that he 
would have liked to be different. 
Even though his early life was spent 
as avery religious person, still it was 
not as a Christian. In fact he had 
tried to blot out Christianity and was 
on a mission of destruction, when he 
met the Lord on the road to 
Damascus. Many today are guilty of 
doing the same thing; they are very 
religious yet they are intent on 
jestroyineg Christianity 

Philippians 3 lists Paul's 
religious credentials. He had been 
ircumcised on the eighth day; he 
was a Hebrew of the Hebrews; he 
had faithfully kept the law; he had 
been very zealous as a Pharisee, 
even persecuting the church. Most 
people would judge this young man 
as a very promising religious person 
However when Paul came to know 
Jesus, he became an entirely new 
persen. Paul looked upon his old 
religious credientials as meaningless 
and worthless. He was willing to put 
these all aside that he might win 
Christ. His burning desire was “‘to 
know Christ and the power of His 
resurrection, and the fellowship of 
His suffering being made 
conformable to His death and to 
attain unto the resurrection of the 
dead Philippians 3 10-11 

Yet, Paul put all these past 
events in their proper perspective 


vhen he. said, ‘Forgetting those 


things which are behind and 
reaching forth to those things which 
are before, I press toward the mark 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus’’...Phil. 3:13-14. He was 
forgetting about all that which had 
gone before in order that he might 
concentrate on the goal that had 
been revealed to him in Christ 

Men today need to take a lesson 
from Paul. Likely everyone has some 
things in their past that they are not 
particularly proud of, and then there 
may be some achievements that they 
look upon with pride. The advice of 
Paul when he used his own life for an 
example helps us keep things in their 
proper perspective. We cannot 
change those sins of the past; we can 
simply confess them to Jesus and 
trust Him to make things right. 
Neither can we live on the laurels of 
the past. We simply give thanks unto 
God that He has used us in His 
kingdom's work. 

What one must do is to forget 
those things which are behind and 
reach forth to those things which are 
before--even to the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus. This is the 
ultimate pinnacle of success 
utilizing the past and the present to 
make the future what is ought to be 
in Christ

GARDENING 

Porter Helms, whose farm is 
located on Highway 84 west just out 
of Enterprise, takes a lot of pride in 
‘gardening and caring for his pecan 
and fruit trees. A few weeks back he 
sent a soil sample to the lab at 
Auburn This week he got the 
results back and came by the office 
to get lined up on the exact lime and 
fertilizer requirements for both his 
garden and his orchard. His 
recommendations called for nitrogen 
and potash. The phosphorus in his 
garden tested extremely high. 
~ Peaches, plums, apples, and 
pears do not require much fertilizer, 
but they do require some. We have 
information on how to fertilize 
individual trees. 

A garden or orchard soil test is 
good for three years. Be sure to take 
advantage of the soil testing 
laboratory to bring as much preci- 
sion as you can into fertilizing and 
liming your garden and fruit trees. 


TECHNOLOGY 
Frank Britt was re-elected Se- 
cretary-Treasurer of the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Association in 
their annual meeting which was held 
in Dothan.

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Alabama Auto Insurance 
Requirements To Change 


The minimum financial respon- 
sibility limits for automobile insur- 
ance policies in Alabama will be 
increased effective January 1, 1985, 
advises, the Insurance Information 
Institute. 

And, the Institute notes, a new 
state auto insurance law passed by 
the Alabama Legislature during the 
1984 session will result in changes in 
uninsured motorists coverage 
coverage which pays for losses in the 
event a motorist is involved in an 
accident with an uninsured driver. 

According to the Instutute, 
beginning January 2, the minimum 
amount of liability insurance 
coverage required for auto insurance 
policyholders in Alabama will 
increase to $20,000 for injuries to one 
person in a single accident; $40,000 
for total injuries to one person in a 
single accident; $40,000 for total 
injuries in an accident; and $10,000 
for damage to others’ property. The 
current minimum liability limits are 
$10,000/$20,000/$5000 respectively 
The Institute points out that the 
changes will be for auto policies 
purchased or renewed after January 
1, 1985. 

Under the new auto insurance 
law, policyholders will be required to 
reject uninsured motorist (UM) 
coverage in writing should they opt 
not to purchase it 

The Institute adivses Alabama 
motorists that the financial respon- 
sibility law requires persons involved 
in automobile accidents to furnish 
proof of liability insurance coverage 
which meets the state’s minimum 
limits Failure by a motorist to 
comply with the financial 
responsibility law can result in loss 
of drivers’ license and payment of a 
$25.00 license reinstatement fee 
upon providing proof of minimum 
liability coverage

Hunting The 


Bobwhite Quail

~ Late fall brings frost, Thanks- 
giving and the bobwhite hunting 
season. This small 6-8 ounce brown 
and buff-colored bombshell has been 
alled the ‘‘ideal American game 
bird’ It earned this reputation 
because coveys hold for a pointing 
dog, and when flushed, the 
dispersing birds fly only a short 
listance, providing the hunting 
opportunity to hunt ‘‘singles’’. TLeir 
explosive flight also makes them 
hallenging wing shot targets. 
Alabama's quail population can 
be classified as fair to good state 
wide. In the past twenty years there 
has been a notable decline in qual 
populations. This can be directly 
atttibuted to changing land use 
patterns in our state. With the 
hanges from small family patch 
farms to large farming operations, 
the hedgerows, fence rows and edge 
‘onditions so vital as bobwhite 
habitat have been removed A 
reduction in quai] habitat and popu 
lation has resulted, Areas intensively 
managed to provide an abundance of 
high quality habitat continue to 
harbor excellent bobwhite popula 
tions 
The bobwhite is found 
throughout Alabama, and just about 
anyone can find a place to hunt 
them, either on private land, on one 
of the several quail hunting 
preserves, of on a state-operated 
wildlife management area. The best 
juail hunting probably is still on 
private land holdings. Gone 
however, are the days when a quail 
hunter might expect to find a 
welcome to hunt anywhere his bird 
dog would lead. Private land in 
Alabama is posted by law, and 


written permission is required to 


hunt. When properly approached 
many landowners — will give 
responsible quail hunters 
permission to nunt 

The commercial quail hunting 
perserves offer a wide range of 
services, depending on how much a 
hunter wants to spend, Services can 
vary from simply paying 4 fee to hunt 
on the property, to guide service 
dog ftentals, meals, lodging, and a 
full complement of services. These

2. Strict control and destruction 
of all stray and unwanted dogs and 
cats in the area 

3. Avoidance of all contact with 
wild animals, especailly raccoons, 
bats and foxes. 

4. Immediate reporting of 
abnormal behavior in pets or 
livestock to your local veterinarian or 
the local health department. Be alert 
to any changes in an animal's 
behavior and notify a veterinarian at 
once if the animal begins foaming at 
the mouth, becomes vicious or 
agitated, or shows signs of paralysis. 

‘Rabies can be controlled if the 
public obeys state laws which 
require pet owners to immunize their 
domesticated animals annually,”’ 
said Dr. Wallace Birch, director of 
the Bureau of Epidemiology and 
Consultation of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health. ‘‘But these 
laws will protect you only if you and 
your neighbors cooperate and 
support them.”’ 

The Alabama Department of 
Public Health recommends that 
children be taught not to play with 
stray animals and be warned never 
to handle bats -- even dead ones. 
Furthermore, no one should keep 
wild or exotic animals as pets. 

Bite victims should be reported to 
their local health officer so that 
appropriate measures can be taken 
to quarantine or destroy the biting 
animal.

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Elba City Schools To Receive Additional State Funds 


The Elba City School System will 
get an unexpected financial boost 
soon as a result of Gov, George 
Wallace’s approval for distributing 
$12 million to state school systems 
for math, science, language arts and 
computer education. 

The funds were set aside by the 
1984 Legislature as part of the 
vovernor's Education Reform 
Program. The funds are divided into 
two grants - an $8 million formula 


grant and a $4 million competitive 
prant. 

“The $8 million formula grant 
will be based on a school’s enroll- 
ment,"’ stated Elba Supt. John 
Osburn, ‘‘while the $4 million 
competitive grant will be disbursed 
on the basis of need.”’ 


The City School System will 
receive $14,437 from the formula 
grant and will also apply for a portion 


of the additional $4 million grant. To 
receive additional funding, a system 
must submit an application to the 
State Dept. of Education identifying 
the need and explaining how it will 
be met 
‘There is no question that our 
system has a need,’’ said Osburn, 
‘and we will apply for a share of the 
funds available. 1 have a_ prin- 
ipal's meeting scheduled this week 
identify actual areas of need, and 


we will then proceed with the 
application.” ; 

Supt. Osburn reported many 
systems will use the money to pur- 
chase science equipment, computer 
ware and materials. 


The competitive grants will be on 
a matching basis, and the Elba 
system would receive $3 from the 
state for every $1 it was able to put 
up, if its application was approved. 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board climaxed several months of 
study and debate Tuesday night by 
approving, on a 3-2 vote, to extend 
the present wholesale electric 
ontract with Alabama Electric 
Co-op( AEC) for an additional twenty 
years, or until 2025. The present 
contract had until 2005 until 
expiration 

Purpose of the extension, accord- 
ing to AEC officials, was to allow 
them to borrow money from the 
federal Rural Electrification Admin 
istration (REA) on forty-year loans 
They said REA requires the long- 
term contracts before loaning the 
money over the same _ forty-year 
term. Elba was the last of 23 co-op 
members of AEC to sign the twenty 
year extension

opposing the extension. 

English, on several occasions, 
asked AEC representatives if they 
could assure Elba that in the future 
power from the co-op would be 
heaper than buying from Alabama 
Power. Lowman presented figures 
that disagreed with those English 
had compiled, over the savings that 
would have in the past resulted from 
purchasing power from Alabama 
Power rather than AEC. He also 
pave several reasons he felt future 
purchases from AEC would be 
advantageous to Elba and other 
co-op member-owners. 

Much of the discussion centered 
around the allocation of hydro 
generated power from the federal 
government. Presently the ‘‘pre- 
ferred customer’ allocation for the 
people of Elba is being sold to AEC 
under a long-term contract, and 
there were various opinions over the 
possibility of getting this allocation 
reassigned 

Lowman also noted that there 
was at least one increase in price 
already scheduled fer this federal 
nower (commonly called SEPA). He 
also noted that there was a move to 
nerease the cost of this electricity to 

fair market value’’ which would be 
a large increase, It would help the 
federal government balance the 
budget, but would cost users of the 
power Lowman explained that if 
Elba was getting the 17 percent of its 
sower from SEPA as proposed by 
Enelish, and this raise did take 
lace, it would cause large increases 
n cost, while AEC only depends on

and Troy both purchase at an even 
larger voltage. These higher 
voltages come some cheaper, 
Lowman said. 

It was explained to the Elba 
utility board members that the 
unique power use by Elba also 
increased the cost; however, none 
present indicated any desire to give 
up the industrial jobs that use the 
electricity. 

Lowman acknowledged that the 
co-op had had a higher cost in recent 
years and explained, ‘‘We had to 
make a decision in 1973 for increas- 
ing capacity that came on line in 
1978. No one could have anticipated 
the oil embargo that tripled the cost 
of fuel and caused customers to cut 
back on consumption, causing us to 
then have excessive capacity for 
which we were fortunately able to 
find customers. However, during 
this time our costs were higher, but 
now we are in good shape and 
foresee no major expenditures for 
the next five years or so. This will 
put us in good competitive 
position.” 

Murdock said, ‘‘We don’t know 
what will happen in 40 years, but 
personally right now | am opposed to 
extending the contract.”’ 

Prescott said just before making 
the motion to extend, “‘l am con- 
vinced we will be doing the people a 
disservice if we leave AEC."’ 

The board also approved a two- 
mill KWH reduction on the electric 
bills to reflect the two-mill energy 
credit currently being received from 
AEC, Chairman Vaughan stated it 
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
